FISH KILLS HEAVY . 

Veimiont^s Fish and Game 
Dept, has had several calls in 
aiecent weeks pertaining to fish 
dying in several lakes and ponds. 
All fish to date have been wa-m 
water species; bullheads, noi*th- 
em pike, perch, bass, sunfiah, 
Buclcers and sheepshead (fresh 
water drum). 

Some of the places investigated 
wei'e Lake Bonoseen, where sev- 
ei'al hundred fish were evident. 
Another heavy kill occurred at 
Lake Morey. Other problem areas 
with vaiying kills were Chitten- 
*(len Dam, Dog Pond and Groton 
Lake. 

Spnng fish kills ave no-t un- 
iisual and are caused by many 
factoi-s, mostly unconti*ol'lable, 
but these this year were heavier 
and more widespread. Bass and 
other members of the sunfish 
family particularly suffered. 
Their spaAvning acti\’ity occurred 
dunng one of the brief periods of 
excessive heat sandwiched be¬ 
tween abnormally c*ool weather 
ipeiiods. Much of the problem can 
be attributed to the odd weather 
of late. 

All kills were syanptomatdc of 
bactei'ial infection involving 
pathogens of aemmas liquifaciens 
or pseudomonas. The fresher of 
the fish liad the typical blood shot 
©ippearance. The drastically 
changing weather brought off an 
labnoi'nial surge in bottom growth 
(and algae in some places) and 
rapidly lising water tempera¬ 
tures. Rapid changes in oxygen 
levels and possible toxicity, coup¬ 
led with a nse in nutiudiity 
cauised by a full complement of 
camp ovmers on location, withdut 
a doubt caused .sevei^ stresses for 
short periods which were too 
gi’eat for .some of the fish popula¬ 
tion. Conditions now' appeal* to 
have levelled off and the kills 
have subsided. Occasional out¬ 
breaks, however, may still occur 
if the weather does not become 
maie stabilized. 


the Connecticut River 
able for hatching American Shad 
eggs, and for subsequent sur¬ 
vival and gi'owth of the young 
fish prior ito their downstream 
moveanent to the ocean. Slightly 
more than one-half million shad 
eggs were obtained from the 
State of Connecticut during June 
for the Connecticut River Shad 
Restoration Project. While ap¬ 
proximately 8,000 eggs were 
taken to the Merrimack Reaaing 
Station ;to be raised under semi- 
contialled conditions, the majori¬ 
ty were placed in various sec¬ 
tions of the river, in specially 
constructed shad egg boxes. Most 
hatched successfully, but 31,500 
perished when water levels were 
lowei'ed and they were left high 
and diy. 

The tiny fry, about the diam¬ 
eter of a hail* when Iiatched, are- 
l>]ankton feedei-s. and put on very 
rapid growth, attaining a length 
of four to five inches by late 
September or eaa'ly October when 
they migrate to the sea. 

Moi'e than a centuiy and a 
half ago, anadromous fish, like 
•the shad^ and Atlantic salmon, 
ascended the Connecticut River in 
great nuinbei's to spawn. Through 
this study, the depai’tment liopes 
to show that a shad fisheiy could 
again be re^zed in the upper 
Conn, if provisions are made for 
them to traverse obstructions in 
the river.

The temperature finally has 
decided tx> put on a little heat, 
daylight saving time allotws mora 
Hght and ev<?9*yone is just bulg¬ 
ing into the open. B'U’t this time 
of year also seeans to be open 
sea^n for poisoning and ac¬ 
cidental deaths of little children 
and occasionaily adults too. 

Gardening and ouitside house 
painting and deaninjg time is syn- 
onomous with good wetatiiea* and 
this means that people must be 
extra cautious in the use and 
storage of insecticides, pesticides, 
turpentine, paints, destergents and 
other poisonous moiterials that 
are us^ extensively around the 
house, says the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health. 

Chemical fertilizers and clean¬ 
ing ^ents are responsible for 
nearly 3,000 fatal and non-fatal ' 
Bccidentcil podsonings that are re¬ 
corded each year at this time. 
Thdrty pec cent of these occur in j 
ithe one to five age group. But the 
most dangerous years are ages 
one ajKi two, when a child is first 
to get around on his own. 
As in most other childhood ac- 
eddents, boys are more often vie- j 
tinis than girls. 

A high pefTcentage of poisoning 
accidents invohing toxic sub¬ 
stances and children reveal that 
poisons -were not stored in their 
original containers or that they 
were stored in improi>er or haz- 
aixlous locations. Keeping odds 
and ends of poison in tonic or 
milk bottles, jars or cans is in- 
riting trouble because of the mis¬ 
leading container. To a small 
child a coke bottle means tonic, 
not poison. Another invitation to 
disaster is lea\'ing toxic substanc¬ 
es in areas where children play 
01 - to which they ha've easy ac¬ 
cess. 

instead they must be shored 
on shelves high enough to be out 
of the reach of youngstera or in 
locked cabinets. 

The department suggests the 
folloiwing rules •to help prevent 
accidental poisonings from ever 
happening. 

Use a locked oabineft or shed 
for storing ail poisons. 

Keep insect^des, pesticides 
and all other toxic agente in their 
origfnad containers and in one 
specified location. Forget about 
storing letftoveips in odd contain¬ 
ers. In feot it is wiser and safer 
to di^iose of sauall aonounts. 

Refraan from putting rat, mole 
or gopher poisons around the 
iavm or house. Lititie children are 
fasoinaed w4th finding and tast¬ 
ing scattered powdera or seeds 
and they seem to have a faculty 
for getting inito the so-called 
“hidden" places and sampling the 
contents of stray containers and 
packete. 

Make certain that children old 
en<Hjgh to understand, are edu¬ 
cated in the dangers of putting 
unknown substances in'tso theu* 
mouths. Even in the infant stage, 
babies can be taught to under¬ 


stand that puttrig things into 
their miooths means a soodding or 
gentle slap- However it is an 
adult responsibility to keep chil¬ 
dren safe. 

If a child should eat or dinnk 
a poisonous substance, phone the 
nearest hospital or poison control 
center immediately. When pos¬ 
sible be prepared to stafbe what 
substance the child has taken and 
have the container available in 
cose further investigation is nec- 
essarj’. 

Have posted on the home bulle¬ 
tin boa I'd and recorded in the 
family directory, the numbers of 
the emergency room, physican 
and poison contrel center servic¬ 
ing j’OUiT community. Speed is es- 
sen-fcial in time of emergency, 
therefore everyone in the house¬ 
hold, includdng- baby sitters, 
should be familiar wah the loca/- 
tion of these important numbera. 

Adults, such as yourself, must 
be sure to read and understand 
i thoroughly the directions on the 
j labels before beginning to lase any 
I chemical, toxic agent or detea:- 
■gent. 

The Food and Drug I>i^*ision 
of the Depaitinent makes exhaus¬ 
tive studies of labeling and pack¬ 
aging of all substances for the 
express purpose of detennan.'ing 
whether or not packages contain 
wihat they claim and whether di¬ 
rections are clear and not mds- 
leading to the public. But the 
jeoxisumer must take the time to 
! read and foUo'w the directions 
i carefully. Many a sumnier sitom- 
jach ache is the direct result of 
j an impaoperly used insecticide on 
j a vegetable or fruit from the 
: home garden. Amateur garden- 
lers sometimes aren't aware that 
iOne vegetable will require a dif¬ 
ferent spray ifiom another and 
I that different plants require 
. varjdng amounts. For instance a 
; leafy vegetable Kke lettuce calls 
I for a spray quite different from 
j one used on a txmiaboe or squash 
I plant. This is why it is so neces- 
.saiy bo follow directions on la- 
'■ bels closely. 

The most important thing, 

\ ho’wever, for parents and all 
adults to always remember when 
j gardening or doing household 
I cleaning^ both interior and ex- 
: tenor, is that they are dealing 
I with substances of a highly toxdc 
■nature, where a moment of ne- 
I gleet or carelessness may cause 

: illness or even death.
